HEN considering the market for capital goods in Iraq the 

predominant factor to be borne in mind is the large part 

played by the Government in deciding the types and quantities 
of goods to be imported. While private enterprise plays by far the 
most important part in the import and distribution of consumer 
goods for the use of the public, the economic situation in Iraq is 
such that it is Government decisions which are pre-eminent in most 
activities concerning capital goods and private individuals are rarely 
in a position to place large orders for capital goods. 

To the outsider looking at Iraq two main thoughts leap to mind— 
agriculture and oil, and the economy of Iraq is largely based on 
these. The annual budget of Iraq varies between *1.D.40,000,000 
and I.D.50,000,000, part of the revenue being derived from oil 
revenues. The Government’s total income from oil revenues in 
1953 will probably approach I.D. 50,000,000 and if oil production

plans are fulfilled about I.D. 60,000,000 in each of the subsequent 
years. Under the Development Board and Ministry of Develop- 
ment Law 70 per cent. of these oil revenues will be allocated to the 
Development Board for expenditure on economic development and 
expansion, while the remaining 30 per cent. will goto swell the 
Government revenue. 

The Development Board programme as it stands at present makes 
provision for the expenditure of a total of I.D. 155,000,000 over the 
six financial years ending in 1956. ‘This programme is under review 
with the intention of altering and expanding it to allow for expendi- 
ture of perhaps I.D. 200,000,000 on economic development over 
the next seven years, but it is unlikely that any change will be made 
in it until Parliament re-assembles in December of this year. In 
assessing the potential market for capital goods in Iraq we must 
then be guided by the law as it stands, so that the figures in the 
succeeding paragraphs will refer to minimum rather than maximum 
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expenditure on the projects described. The programme envisages 
the expenditure on irrigation projects of some I.D. 53,000,000, on 
roads and bridges about I.D. 27,000,000, on buildings I.D. 18,000,000, 
on reclamation of lands, agricultiral research, the development of 
forests, artesian wells and drinking water and on air surveys, tele- 
graphs, wireless, telephones and azrodromes about I.D. 23,000,000, 
and on industrial and mining schemes about I.D. 31,000,000. 


Development Programme 

The development programme for Iraq is designed to achieve the 
investigation and exploitation of ali the resources of the country in 
land, water, natural gases, mincrals and oil. It is too early as yet to 
say exactly what form the detailed development plans will take, but 
an American concern is cafrying out a survey of the power resources 
of Iraq and other consulting engineers are at the moment submitting 
their proposals for a detailed investigation of the minerals of the 
country, together with proposals for their commercial exploitation if 
any are found to exist in sufficient quantities. ‘The advisability of 
having a complete survey of the existing and potential industries in 
Iraq is also under discussion as is a hydrological survey. When these 
major surveys are completed there should be a sufficient volume of 
information to allow detailed development plans to be formulated. 

For the full utilization of the land resources of Iraq the first essential 
would appear to be to mobilize the water resources of the country, 
and a hydrological survey of the most promising areas of the country 
should reveal possibilities of promoting schemes in addition to those 
already planned. The first major dam to be constructed is to be the 
Dokan dam on the Lesser Zab river in Kurdistan, and tenders for 
this work have already been invited by advertisement in the world 
press. Other dams envisaged are the Bekhme dam on the Greater 
Zab river and the Eski-Mosul dam on the Tigris, north of the city of 
Mosul. Further high dams are proposed at Fatha on the Tigris and 
at Derbend-i-Khan on the Diyala river, a considerable amount of 
research work and investigation having already been carried out on 
the latter project. Barrages are also proposed at Hawije on the Lesser 
Zab river and at Beni Saad on the Diyala, while near Ramadi the 
construction of the Warrar barrage is under way. Provision will 
probably be made at all the high dams, and at the Samarrah barrage, 
which is part of the Wadi Tharthar scheme, for the incorporation of 
hydro-electric generating apparatus in due course. Although all the 
schemes connected with water so far mentioned are for agricultural 
and flood control purposes, the Development Board is not losing sight 
of the necessity for the installation of supplies of pure water for 
domestic purposes in towns and villages, and over 100 schemes are 
planned at a cost of some I.D.5,000,000 in the next few years, Well 
drilling in Northern Iraq is also under way and some companies have 
already received contracts for the drilling of wells and the installation 
of pumps where necessary. As these schemes come to fruition there 
will be a substantial demand for water purification installations, for 
the erection of storage tanks and reservoirs, and for water treatment 
chemicals. 

The construction of the dams and barrages should give rise to a 
considerable demand for heavy machinery for digging canals and for 
earth moving. Agricultural implements, crop spraying machinery, 
fertilizers, chemicals and insecticides for the eradication of pests and 
the treatment of animal diseases will all be required in increasing 
quantities as agriculture develops. 


Unknown Mineral Wealth 


Iraq is a comparatively unknown quantity as far as its mineral 
wealth is concerned. There are deposits of iron ore, copper ore, 
asbestos and sulphur in various parts of the country but these have 
been located more as a result of individual efforts by government 
officials than by large-scale survey. The mineral survey which is 
now contemplated may reveal the existence of large-scale deposits in 
workable quantities. If anything worth while is found there will 
undoubtedly be a considerable demand for mining machinery and for 
railway rolling stock to make possible the movement of large quantities 
of raw materials. 

The vast quantities of natural gases being released at Kirkuk and 
Zubair in connection with the development of Iraq’s oil resources 
have for many years past excited interest as a potential source of 
wealth. A detailed investigation into the possibilities of utilizing the 
Kirkuk gases has been carried out by consulting engineers and their 
report on the use of these gases for the production of ammonium 
sulphate fertilizer, cement and sulphur is now under consideration. 

The firm carrying out the investigation of power resources in Iraq

is studying the various ways of generating power, whether by hydro- 
electric methods, oil engines, or other forms of heat, and is at the same 
time doing a social survey of the country with a view to establishing 
where transmission lines should best be laid and where the main 
demands for power will arise in the course of the next 20 years or so. 

The development of communications is under serious study and, as 
stated before, it is the intention of the Development Board to spend 
some I.D.27,000,000 on roads and bridges. One hundred and fifty- 
five kilometres of the road between Kirkuk and Bagdad were recently 
put out to tender, as was the approach road to the Dokan dam, and in 
northern Iraq alone expenditure on these two projects and other 
planned roads will amount to some I.D.5,000,000. Plans for seven 
bridges across the Tigris and two bridges in the Basra area are under 
preparation and the contract for the erection of two main bridges in 
Bagdad itself has recently been awarded to a European firm. 

It is intended to make available some 1.D.15,500,000 to the Iraqi 
State Railways over the next five years with the aim of strengthening 
tracks, laying new lines and purchasing large quantities of rolling 
stock. Expenditure of over I1.D.1,000,000 has recently been 
authorized for extensions and maintenance of capital equipment in 
the Basra port and this no doubt will be a preliminary to substantial 
orders for water craft, cranes, and other wharf equipment. Prospects 
of selling passenger road transport equipment to Iraq are improving 
as the road system is extended. ‘The city of Bagdad itself has recently 
acquired 220 large new passenger buses, but the growth of the city 
is such that further requirements will arise in the coming years. ‘The 
other large towns in Iraq have at present no modern transport 
facilities and Mosul especially is reputed to be considering starting a 
modern transport system. 

The development of industry is also exercising the minds of the 
Iraq Government and a 1,000,000 ton oil refinery is under erection 
in the Bagdad district, while a contract has just been awarded for a 
60,000 ton bitumen plant at Gayara. Government enterprise is 
responsible for inquiring into developing the salt industry, and for 
introducing the growing of sugar beet to enable beet sugar factories 
to be erected in the north, while private enterprise is carrying out the 
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erection of a new cement factory at Mosul, the expansion of the 
vegetable oil crushing and refining industry, the manufacture of soap, 
and other related projects. ‘The manufacture of caustic soda by the 
electrolysis of salt is under investigation, although Iraq’s present 
demand for this chemical would hardly seem to be enough to absorb 
the output of a plant of the minimum economic size. Although all 
the existing textile spinning and weaving plants are owned by private 
individuals, the Government is going ahead with schemes for the 
erection of a 500 loom, 25,000 spindle cotton textile factory at Mouls 
and of a woollen textile factory to meet the needs of the Ministry of 
Defence. 

Bagdad is perhaps one of the few large capital cities in the Middle 
East without a proper drainage and sanitation system and for many 
years past the authorities have been considering the installation of a 
water-borne sewage system throughout the city. At present costs 
this would be an extremely expensive project amounting to perhaps 
1.D.10,000,000 and the technical difficulties of the installation, 
especially in the older part of the city with its narrow streets and wind- 
ing ways, are considerable. At the end of 1952 the municipality 
called for tenders for the supply of 50 cess pit and gully emptiers, but 
technical difficulties in adjudicating the various offers, with their 
differing specifications, precluded the award of the contract. It is 
expected that new tenders will be called for shortly in respect of this 
equipment. 


Imported Goods 


At this stage we may consider the specific capital goods which Iraq 
has imported in past years, and for which it will have in general ever 
increasing demands. The implementation of the various proposals 
to develop industry will, of course, create a demand for machinery 
and other capital goods ; then as the new factories come into pro- 
duction the necessity for certain imports of manufactured goods will 
be eliminated, although there would be a continuing demand for 
replacements. 

In 1951, for instance, Iraq imported some I.D.160,000 worth of 
coal, coke and bitumen, the latter for use in the maintenance of her 
roads. When the new bitumen plant at Gayara is finished imports 
of bitumen will drop to a negligible quantity. Similarly, although 
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Iraq has not been a great market for fertilizers owing to the lack of 
knowledge of the farming community of their use, if the chemical 
plant at Kirkuk comes into being Iraq will become an exporter of 
ammonium sulphate and never a potential importer of this fertilizer. 










In the following passages details are given of Iraq’s imports of 
various commodities in 1951, the latest complete year for which 
statistics are available. 


Chemical Products 
Iraq’s imports of this group of commodities (chemical products, 


















tanning extracts, essential oils, dyes, colours, paints, etc.) amounted 
to about I.D.4,500,000 in value. The United Kingdom was well to 
the fore, exporting about I.D.2,150,000 worth of chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, colours, perfumery, glues, gelatine, etc., out 
of a total of [.D.3,950,000 worth ; the next most important supplier 
was the United States, with I.D.574,090 worth and then Syria with 
I.D.410,000 worth. ‘Tanning extracts, which are used as a lubricant 


in the oil industry as well as for the tanning of leather, came mainly 
from France and the Argentine, with a combined total of I.D.25,000 
out of a total of I1.D.50,000. The United Kingdom share of this 
market was only I.D.4,000. 


In indigo the United Kingdom had 





























-D.20,000 out of a total of 1.D.38,000, Germany being next with 
-D.8,500, while in aniline and other dyes the United Kingdom total 
was I.D.55,000, Germany being next with I.D.31,000, out of a grand 
total of 1.D.131,000 worth. United Kingdom paints were by far the 
most popular with I.D.206,000 worth out of I.D.270,000, the only 
serious competitor being the United States with I.D.53,000 worth. 
Since 1951, however, Dutch and other continental paints have been 
more prominent, but detailed statistics are not yet available. 


Essential Oils 


In the essential oils market the United Kingdom share was 
1.1D.24,000, France being next with I.D.6,700 worth of products out 
of a grand total of 1.D.46,000. Essential oils are used mainly in the 
soap industry and for the local manufacture of crude perfumes. 


Lubricants 


Lubricants and greases valued at 1.D.660,000 worth came from the 
United Kingdom and 1.D.222,000 from the United States, the other 
suppliers being negligible. If the proposals to extend the new 
Bagdad refinery by the installation of a lubricating oil plant come into 
being these imports will probably fall to a very low value. 


Leather and Rubber Goods 


The United Kingdom was the supplier of 90 per cent. of leather 
transmission and conveyor belting and other leather accessories, but 
the whole market was small, amounting to less than I.D.4,000 in 
value. In rubber water pipes and tubing the United Kingdom had 
1.D.10,000 out of a total market of 1.D.19,000, the nearest competitor 
being the United States with I.D.3,400 worth, while in rubber trans- 
mission and conveyor belting the United States narrowly headed the 
United Kingdom, getting 1.D.5,800 worth as compared with Britain’s 
1.1D.5,000 worth. France was the only other supplier. In outer 
covers of pneumatic tyres the United Kingdom was in the lead with 
1.1D.407,000 out of a total of 1.D.825,000 worth, America and Italy 
together having 1.D.303,000 worth of the market while France was 
the only other serious competitor with about I[.D.72,000. Inner 
tubes came mainly from the United Kingdom with I.D.40,000 as 
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against America’s I1.D.12,600, and Italy’s I.D.9,800. Over the whole 
range of rubber goods Britain’s share was 1.D.493,925, America’s 
share I.D.222,891 and Italy’s share I.D.122,927, France coming 
fourth with I.D.87,322. 


Timber 


In 1951 Iraq imported I.D.1,332,000 worth of timber and wooden 
articles, including sleepers. The largest share came from Sweden 
with I.D.595,000 worth, Australia being next with I.D.154,000 worth, 
mainly sleepers. ‘The United Kingdom was fourth in importance 
with I.D.79,000 worth, while some 40 other countries shared in the 
remainder of the market. 


Paper and Cardboard 


The total market for imports of paper and cardboard amounted to 
I.10.891,000, of which Britain obtained nearly 20 per cent. with a 
total of 1.D.165,000. Sweden was next with I.D.118,000 and then, 
in order, Finland 1.D.112,000, Norway I.D.110,000, the Lebanon 
I.D.76,000, Czechoslovakia 1I.D.75,000 and the United States 
1.D.74,000. ‘The remainder of the total was shared among 16 other 
countries, 


Textiles and Yarns 


Imports of pure and artificial silk yarns amounted to some 
1.D.370,000, of which Italy and France together supplied two-thirds 
of the value, the United Kingdom being next with I D.57,000. The 
import of cotton yarns into Iraq is now largely precluded by the fact 
that local production, which is extensive, is protected by import 
licensing, but in cotton sewing thread, the total value of imports of 
which amounted to I.D.284,000, Italy received the share of I.D.144,000 
and the United Kingdom I.D.119,000. 


Electric Lamps, Bulbs etc. 


The market for electric lamps, bulbs, etc., increased from 
1.D.62,000 in 1950 to 1.D.220,000 in 1951, of which increase Japan 
took the largest part, her exports to Iraq rising from I.D.8,000 in the 
first year to I.D.125,000 in the second. In 1951 the United States 
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received some I.D.35,000 of the market and Great Britain some 
I.D.20,000. 


Iron and Steel Products 


In this market the main competition lies between Belgium and the 
United Kingdom except in the supply of piping of large diameter, in 
which the United Kingdom and the United States are in competition. 
Of the total imports into Iraq of iron and steel bars in 1951, I.D.230,000 
worth came from Belgium and I.D.31,000 came from the United 
Kingdom. In the supply of beams, joists and pillars Belgium was 
predominant with I D 353,000 out of I.D.395,000, while the United 
Kingdom reversed the situation in sheet iron and steel with 
1.D.246,000 as against Belgium’s 1.D.45,000 worth out of a total of 
I.D.302,000. In the supply of special steel in blocks, bars and wire 
the United Kingdom had 1.D.37,000 out of a total of 1.D.53,000, 
while in tubes and pipes of small diameter Britain’s share was 
I.D.105,000 out of a total of I.D.109,000. In the larger dimensions, 
the United States supplied 1.D.2,596,000 and the United Kingdom 
I.D.950,000 worth. ‘This was the year in which the 30/32 inch pipe 
line was laid from Kirkuk to Banias and as all of this piping came from 
the United States this was the reason for the high proportion of 
American exports in this field. 

Several good contracts for piping of 24 inch and smaller diameters, 
for oil and water pipe lines have gone to the United Kingdom in 1952 
and 1953. Metallic structures for bridges, sluice gates and so on 
were supplied mainly by the United Kingdom with I.D.300,000 worth 
out of 1.D.304,000. Most of the goods in this classification were 
imported by the oil companies, as were containers for compressed 
gases, storage tanks, vats and drums of which the United Kingdom 
supplied I.D.336,000 out of I.D.371,000. The market for chains in 
Iraq is small, totalling just over I.D.7,000, of which Britain supplied 
I.D.4,500. In the supply of tacks, nails, hooks, rivets, bolts, etc., 
Belgium led with I.D.59,000 worth out of a total of I1.D.137,000, 
France being the next with I.D.22,000, Britain’s share being 
1.D.14,000, with Germany a close competitor. In such manufactures 
as needles and pins of iron and steel and locks and padlocks Germany 
expanded her share of the market considerably between 1950 and 
1951. In the first year she had a total of only I.D.2,500 worth out of 
1.D.38,000, while in the second year her total was 1.D.42,000 worth 
out of a total of I.D 86,000. The United Kingdom share of the 
market in 1951 was about I.D.20,000 as against 1.D.16,000 in 1950 
and so in this field German competition has been strong. 

In the supply of fittings and mountings for furniture, doors, 
windows, etc., Britain had in 1951 no serious rivals with 1.D.54,000 
worth out of I.D.70,000, while for stoves, heaters and kitchen ranges, 
etc., Britain had I.D.57,000 worth compared with the United States 
I.D.36,000 and Sweden’s 1.D.21,000. In various iron and steel 
furniture manufactures the United Kingdom had I.D.40,000 out of a 
total of 1.D.44,000. German competition was again considerable 
in the supply of iron and steel tools in that from 1950 to 1951 she 
increased her exports from I.D.1,000 to 1.D.18,000 worth, while 
Britain’s exports to Iraq dropped from I.D.87,000 to 1.D.67,000 over 
these two years. The total market for 1951 for these tools was 
1.D.107,000. In iron and steel castings Britain had I.D.83,000 worth 
in 1951 compared with Japan’s I.D.21,000 and other countries’ 
1.D.21,000 worth. Although the total market increased by I.D.8,000 
between 1950 and 1951, the United Kingdom share fell by I.D.12,000. 


Aluminium 


Aluminium is the only non-ferrous metal imported into Iraq in 
substantial quantities, it being a popular raw material for the local 
manufacture of domestic utensils. ‘The demand fell slightly between 
1950 and 1951 from I.D.118,000 to 1.D.111,000, the United Kingdom 
share dropping by I.D.21,000 from I.D.117,000 to I.D.96,000. 


Boilers, Machinery, Tractors, etc. 


In the supply of steam boilers, economizers, super-heaters and 
stationary steam engines the United Kingdom obtained I.D.254,000 
which was practically the entire market, while in the supply of tractors 
and stationary steam engines for agricultural purposes the United 
States’ share was I.D.45,000 worth, compared with Britain’s 
1.D.11,000 worth. No other countries competed in this market. 
With internal combustion engines for fire fighting, water carrying 
and aircraft, both stationary and semi-stationary, Kritain’s share was 
1.D.599,000 out of a total of I.D 607,000, while in the supply of 
tractors, diggers and conveyors Britain narrowly headed the United 
States with I.D.67,000 worth as against I.D.65,000. In 1951 Britain 
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was fortunate in having the market for cranes, winches and pulley 
blocks of which she obtained a share of 1.D.101,000, being 99 per cent. 
of the total. In the supply of other equipment of the above types not 
specifically mentioned, Britain obtained I.D.42,000 out of 1.D.49,000. 
The United States came into its own in the supply of agricultural 
machinery for sowing, planting, cultivating, harvesting, ete., with 
I.D.144,000 as against Britain’s I.D.59,000, the total value of such 
imports in 1951 being I.D 253,000. 

In flour milling machinery, Britain had 80 per cent of the market 
with [.D.28,000, and in machinery for heating, cooling, distilling and 
condensing Britain had two-thirds of the market with I.D.105,000 
worth. ‘Textile machinery imports in 1951 amounted to 1.D.398,000 
in value of which the United Kingdom’s share was 1.D.166,000, 
France, Germany and the United States having from between 
1.D.50,000 to 1.D.67,000 worth each in value. In 1952 and 1953 Japan 
scored in this field, with the almost complete supply of textile 
machinery for a new plant in the Mosul area, and later in 1953 and in 
1954 there will be strong competition for the supply of equipment for 
the two new Government textile factories referred to previously. In 
the sewing machine market America did best in 1951 with I.D.90,000 
worth, Britain supplying about half that value. Since then strong 
competition from Germany and Japanese suppliers has arisen and these 
machines at the moment threaten to drive the others from the market. 
The United Kingdom supplied 90 per cent. of the machine tools used 
in Iraq which, however, amounted to comparatively little in value, 
being only I1.D.23,000 worth, while all the pile drivers and caissons 
imported into the country were supplied by Britain to a value of 
1.D.33,000. 

Road rollers have come mainly from the United Kingdom with 
I.D.41,000 out of a total of I.D. 67,000 and for road scrapers and 
graders the United Kingdom supplied the bulk of the market. In the 
supply of machinery for the cleaning, pressing and baling of wool and 
cotton and for ginning cotton the United States had 1I.D.148,000 
worth of the total of [.D.155,000. ‘This would appear to be a good 
market for United Kingdom exporters to concentrate on, especially 
aS promising results in the application of a new insecticide have been 
obtained in combating the spiny boll worm, an indigenous cotton pest 
in Iraq. If this insect can be eradicated there is every possibility that 
Iraq’s cotton production will assume large proportions in the future. 
The oil companies imported about 99 per cent. of all the taps, cocks 
and fluid valves brought into Iraq in 1951, the United Kingdom share 
in this market being I.D.200,000 out of I.D.220,000, and in other 
accessories and machines imported mainly by the oil companies 
United Kingdom exporters obtained [.D.538,000 out of a total of 
1.D.643,000. 


Electrical Machinery 


The main imports of electrical equipment into Iraq consisted of 
dynamos, motors, convertors and transformers, of which Britain had 
1.D.199,000 out of 1.D.214,000, and of telegraph and telephone 
apparatus, Britain’s share being almost 100 per cent. of the imports 
which were about I.D.520,000. In insulated cable Britain had 
I.D.189,000 worth out of a total of 1.D.200,000, and in electrical 
accumulators there was some rivalry between the United Kingdom 
and the United States, the respective valves of imports being 
1.D.74,000 and 1I.D.54,000. Switch gear, fans, ignition apparatus 
and other such-like commodities were imported to the value of 
1.D.656,000 worth in 1950 and 1.D.350,000 in 1951. The United 
Kingdom obtained over 80 per cent. in this market in both years and 
although the value of imports in 1951 was considerably lower than in 
1950 it is probeble that in this sphere Iraq’s demand will increase 
greatly in the coming years. Most of the railway rolling stock 
imported into Iraq is of British origin but foreign competition is 
increasing in this respect and United Kingdom suppliers will have to 
work hard to keep their costs down if they are to obtain a good share 
of the purchases necessitated by the programme of expansion of the 
Iraqi State Railways in the coming years. 

Readers of the above figures will have noted that Britain has been 
in an especially fortunate position in the past years in her trade with 
Iraq, but now that Continental companies are recovering from the 
ravages of the war, competition is becoming ever more acute. ‘The 
main complaints received about British equipment have been on 
account of slow delivery dates. A country enjoying considerable 
wealth for the first time in its modern history is naturally impatient 
to see the results of its expenditure as quickly as possible. 

If United Kingdom manufacturers cannot promise reasonably 
early deliveries and cannot adhere to promised delivery dates, it is

It embodies the findings of a Specialist Team which visited America 
in 1952 under the auspices of the Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity (now British Productivity Council) and the Mutual 
Security Agency (now Foreign Operations Administration) ‘‘ to make 
a study in the engineering and allied industries of how design can be 
integrated with production to ensure the best utilization of available 
materials and standard parts.” 

Altheugh the Team’s investigations were limited to the engineering 
and allied industries, many of its comments and all its recommenda- 
tions are applicable to industry as a whole. It was interested only in 
the best practice in the firms visited, which included “‘ some of the 
most highly developed and successful ”’ in the United States. ‘The 
Team remarks: ‘ Rarely did we notice something good without at 
least one member of the Team quoting an instance of a similar 
application in Britain. This similarity between the two countries 
has made our task of selection difficult, but it should make the applica- 
tion of our findings in Britain easy.” 


Design Policy 


A thorough inquiry was made into the manufacturing policy of the 
firms visited and it was found that policy as far as it related to design 
was formulated in terms which a designer could appreciate and act 
upon. ‘The initiative seemed to come from the engineering depart- 
ment and, after consultation with the sales department, decisions 
governing design were affirmed. ge 

Achievement of a company’s aims is aided by the carefully 
considered managerial structure found in American firms and by the 
close attention given to communication between ll ranks. In 
American firms the president, who is the chief executive, is aided by 
vice-presidents. ‘‘We found that often the entire executive is 
composed of people combining technical competence in their 
particular fields with administrative capacity ... The typical 
American company is managed not by an executive committee of the 
board of directors, but by the president and his team of vice- 
presidents.” Design is among the responsibilities of the department 
of which the vice-president, engineering, is head.

unlikely that they will get any repeat orders, even if they are fortunate 
enough to get initial orders for the supply of equipment for the great 
development programme now under way. In prices British goods 
are often higher than those of Continental competitors. The Iraqi 
does appreciate value and quality of workmanship when buying capital 
goods, but if the price differential is too great he will have to subdue 
his personal opinions regarding quality in the face of the hard facts 
of differences in price. British exporters must be on their guard to 
keep their prices as low as possible, é 

A final word may be opportune concerning the part played by 
contractors in the development programme. Although the Iraq 
Government is carrying out many projects by direct methods thre mugh 
the Government departments, tlie major works, excluding roads, will 
undoubtedly be performed by foreign contracting firms of inter- 
national repute. So far, British, German, French and American 
firms are working on major projects and, in general terms it can be 
assumed that capital equipment from these four countries will be 
mainly used in the work. If non-British contractors are successful 
in the coming competitions for construction work, the chances of 
British equipment being used will decline, and UnitedKingdom export 
trade will suffer as a consequence.

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Attention is drawn to the clear distinction between operating 
divisions and service divisions in the United States firms visited ‘ 
it is considered to be more clearly defined than is usual in the United 
Kingdom. 

The Team was mainly interested in the application of industrial 
research. Most research in the United States, including that carried 
out for universities and industries, is really what is normally called 
applied research, i.e., it is directed to a specific object. American 
industry is very keen on research and “ a relatively large proportion of 
university research in the United States is directly endowed by 
industrial firms.”” No one would seem to question the profitability 
of investment in research, although its publicity value was always 
taken into consideration. ‘‘'The research and development staff 
of a manufacturing firm has the function not only of carrying out 
practical investigations in its own laboratories, but also of keeping in 
touch with work carried on elsewhere.” 

“In all the engineering departments visited there was a continual 
striving for standardization and simplification. It was not considered 
that standardization stifles progress, provided that the preparation of 
standards is frequently reviewed in the light of technological progress. 
Companies satisfy themselves that new designs are not just different, 
but better.” 


Link Between Design and Production 


The Report has a great deal to say on the interlocking of design and 
production. “The struggle for higher productivity has reached a 
pitch that demands specialists to study and modify designs for the 
sole purpose of cheapening production. It was said to be too much 
to expect the average designer to be a specialist in both functional and 
production requirements to modern standards. ‘To meet this situa- 
tion, individuals, groups and departments constitute a link between 
the design and production departments and it is their responsibility 
to see that designs are easy to manufacture with the least cost com- 
mensurate with the desired quality.” The titles given to the 
individuals or departments vary from plant to plant. 

A number of instances of the simplification of design are given and 
some are illustrated. 

The Team makes some comments on staff. United States firms 
are coming up against some difficulty in recruiting sufficient personnel 
for drawing office and engineering staffs, largely because of the low- 
birth-rate during the slump of the 1930’s. This makes it even more 
essential to increase efficiency in the drawing office. 


Recommendations 
The principal recommendations of the Team are as follows :— 
Design policy. The design policy should be clear and should be 
determined at the top level of management. The design policy when 
determined should be made known to all members of the organization 
concerned in its application. More should be done by managements 


to explain company policy to the design and production departments 
at all levels. 


Structure of management. As a means of rapidly solving 
particular problems, the method of setting up “‘ ad hoc” groups of 
people from different departments should be more widely employed. 


Industrial research and design. ‘The appointment of project 
engineers to supervise the transfer of a new design from research 
through engineering to production should be considered. 


Influence of production on design. Co-ordination between 
design and manufacturing engineering should begin, at the latest, 
at the design-draughting stage and should be well sustained right 
through to the production stage. 


Production design. More thought should be given to economy 
in scarce materials and the specification of alternatives by joint 
design and production engineering study. 

Drawing office and engineering staff. Opportunities for more 
industrial and academic training should be given to methods engineers 
to equip them for co-ordinating work, but the improvement resulting 
from this action must not be impaired by permitting any decrease in 
the qualifications of design engineers.

Provisional United Kingdom Trade 
Figures for September 


NITED KINGDOM exports in September, at £201-8 million, 

were less by £14 million than the average for July and August, 
but imports, at £269-7 million, continued at about the July-August 
rate. The average of exports in the third quarter, at £211-4 million, 
was slightly above the second quarter level There were five more 
working days in the third quarter than in the second, but this was 
offset by the effect of industrial holidays. Imports in the third 
quarter, at £275-7 million a month, were 5 per cent. lower than in 
the second quarter. 

Re-exports in September totalled £7-9 million and the excess of 
imports (c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports (f.0.b.) was £60-0 million. 
In the third quarter the excess averaged £55-9 million—well below 
the level of the second quarter.

Exports to the United States in the third quarter continued at the 
rather higher rate reached in the second quarter, but the sharp 
increase in exports to Canada in the second quarter was not maintained. 
To North America as a whole exports in the third quarter were 10 per 
cent. less than in the second, but still higher than in the first quarter 
and above the average for last year.

London Region Engineering 
Industries Display 


HE Sixth Annual London Regional Display of the Engineering 

Industries Association, opened on Tuesday by Sir James Helmore, 
Permanent Secretary, Ministry of Supply, at the Royal Horticultural 
Hall, London, S.W.1, was the first of the Association's displays to be 
extended to three days. Six years ago the original London Regional 
display was inaugurated under modest conditions for one day only, 
and subsequent support from members of the Association has justified 
the extension of the period of the exhibition. 

The products on show covered a great variety of equipment and 
included sheet metal work, fractional horse-power motors, wirework, 
instruments for many purposes, office equipment, lighting fittings, 
buttons, filters, water heaters, gears, engineers’ small tools, loud 
speaker apparatus, lifting equipment, optical components and 
domestic boilers. 

Among the products exhibited by a firm of rolling shutter manu- 
facturers was an electrically operated shutter for trade vans, for use 
by push button control from the driver’s cabin. Also on view was an 
industrial smoke detector, primarily for use in locating fire at sea. 

The Display closed on Thursday. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


HE Commissioners of Customs and Excise in consultation with the 

Postmaster-General have introduced special forms of Certificates of 
Posting for use when a registered trader exports chargeable goods 
tax-free by post under the directions in Notice No. 77, paragraphs 
30-32, or Notice No 77E, paragraphs 26 and 27. The new Certifi- 
cates (Forms P.'T. 42, P.'T’. 43 and P.T. 45) have been approved and 
will provide for a declaration of the contents in the form of a copy of 
the Customs Declaration or Green Label Statement of Contents 
appropriate to the parcel or packet and will replace the present ordinary 
Certificate of Posting which contains particulars of the addressee only. 

An adhesive label “Exported Free of Purchase Tax by Post” 
(Form P.T. 44) has also been introduced for affixing externally to 
each post parcel or packet for which one of the new Certificates is 
required. 

Notice No. 77G is being issued to explain the new procedure, 
which comes into operation on November 2, 1953. A copy of the 
Notice will be posted to each registered trader by the local Collector of 
Customs and Excise. Registered traders who export chargeable 
goods tax-free by post should obtain supplies of the new Certificates 
and labels from their local Collector.

H.R.H. Princess Alice, Countess of Athlone, has consented to open 
an exhibition of Furnishing Fabrics at Hamilton House, Piccadilly, 
the London headquarters of the British Rayon and Synthetic Fibres 
Federation on October 20. © Mr. Derick Heathcoat-Amory, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, will be present.

F.B.1. to Hold Conference on 
Export Sales 


‘IT TENTION WILL be directed to an urgent national problem 

by the Federation of British Industries Export Sales Conference 
to be held at Buxton at the end of this month. Practical measures to 
increase export sales will be discussed at the conference, opening 
speeches at which will be given by Sir Harry Pilkington, President of 
the F.B.1., and Sir William Rootes, Chairman of the Dollar Exports 
Council. Results of the conference will be published. 

The conference was described on October 7 by Sir ] larry Pilkington, 
speaking at the annual meeting of the F.B.J. Southern Region at 
Reading, as ‘‘ a conference designed to get as much as possible of the 
‘know-how’ of successful exporters made available for the benefit 
of industry as a whole 

“ For this conference we hive tried to collect some 150 people of 
experience, mostly export sales managers, and we have tried to make 
the conference representative of types of trade, of consumer and 
capital goods, of large firms, medium and small, of those established 
in different parts of this country, and of those known to have connec- 
tions with the several parts of the world. We have also invited a few 
outside specialists, such as merchants, bankers and export credit 
experts. We have tried to analyse the exporting issues and methods 
into five separate groups, preceded and followed by plenary sessions 
so as to give a focus. ‘l’o most issues there is not one answer applic- 
able to all firms, destinetions or industries ; export is very varied and 
leaves ample scope for individual initiative. But I hope we shall 
assemble all the factors and considerations that should be in the minds 
of firms when they decide on their course of action and that we shall 
be able later to give a really useful guide to all our members.” 

Sir Harry explained that the five discussion groups, consisting of 
25-30 individuals, would each deal with one of the following 
subjects : 

Group I, Discovery of Opportunity 

This group will deal with the choice of markets, commercial 
intelligence, market research and the sources of information about 
regulations and other formalities to be complied with in overseas 
markets, It will discuss such questions as :—*‘ ‘To what extent is a 
conscious policy followed of limiting export activities only to the most 
favourable markets ? What is the connection between specialization 
in products and specialization in markets? Should the exporter 
respond to national pressure for particular markets, even if this means 
the sacrifice of steady continuity for opportunist trading ?”’ 


Group 2, Organizing for Exports 


This group will deal with such questions as whether it is true that 
British exporters cannot adopt mass production methods because they 
must cater for infinitely varied and fluctuating markets. It will also 
discuss the important question of whether the scale of export activities 
is limited by lack of finance both for production and to cover normal 
delays in payments. This will raise the whole question of credit, 
credit insurance and terms of payment. Other questions to be 
discussed by this group will be quotations and conditions of sale, 
delivery promises and similar factors. 


Group 3, Relations between Exporter and Importer 


This group will be concerned with the choice of intermediary, 
i.e. the factors influencing the choice of distribution method. — It will 
also deal with such vital questions as the assistance which should be 
given by the manufacturer to his intermediary, for instance in the 
matter of holding stocks and after-sales service. It will also discuss 
the possibilities of co-operative selling. 


Group 4, The Export Sales Force 

This group will bring under review the whole question of how to 
recruit, train and organize the export sales force both at home and 
overseas, 


Group 5, The Creation of Opportunity 


This group will discuss promotional activities of all kinds, including 
those carried out by individual firms and those which trade associa- 
tions and others can carry out to enhance the prestige of British 
industry generally. It will discuss such questions as exhibitions and 
trade fairs, trade missions, the distribution of British trade journals 
overseas and other forms of overseas publicity, including those carried 
out by the British Government’s Information Services.

Many New Models to be Seen at 
This Year’s Motor Show 


MORE EXHIBITORS, more display space, more cars and more 
~"“new models than in any previous year will be seen at the Motor 
Show when it opens at Earls Court, London, on October 21. 


British, United States, Canadian, French, German, Italian and 
Spanish car manufacturers will have just on 300 of their latest auto- 
mobiles on their stands. Many of the new models to be shown have 
already been announced to the public; details of other cars are being 
withheld by manufacturers until the eve of the Show. 


There will be 31 British makes, 18 from the United States and 
Canada, six from France, five from Germany, three from Italy and 
one from Spain. 

Adding their own appeal to the exhibition will be the caravans, 
motor boats and marine engines, each with their own section of the 
ground floor. On the first floor will be a large display of other motor 
products—accessories and components, tyres and other equipment 
of all kinds for the construction, maintenance and servicing of the 
modern automobile. 


There is to be a composite display of British racing cars which have 
given outstanding performances in racing events over the first half 
of the year. 

There will be 67 caravans on view. One particular feature this 
year will be the trend towards the lightweight touring unit to meet the 
greater demand for this type. For those seeking the latest in 
“transportable homes "’ however, there will be a variety from which 
to choose, some lavishly equipped and others made in a utility style. 

In the motor boat and marine engine section new craft on display 
will include a number of hydroplanes. 


Speaking at a press conference in London on October 8, the 
President of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, Mr. 
W. R. Black, said that Britain was the largest exporter of motor 
vehicles in the world. ‘ This year’s Motor Show drives home the 
way the industry is going all out to meet and beat growing competition 
from overseas—by making the model for the market, with the highest 
performance and at the right price.” 


British Trade Fair to be held in 
Bagdad 


GIR Norman Kipping, Director-General of the Federation of British 
‘Industries, speaking at the annual meeting of the F.B.I. North 
Midland Region at Nottingham on October 7, announced that Her 
Majesty’s Government and the Government of Iraq had given their 
blessing to a proposal of the Federation of British Industries to 
organize a British Trade Fair in Bagdad in the autumn of 1954. 

Great and rapid developments were now taking place in Iraq as a 
result of the agreement between the Iraqi Government and the oil 
companies, which would increase the Iraqi Budget by between £40 
and £50 millions a year. Whilst the greater part of this money would 
go to the financing of large capital projects, such as flood escapes, 
dams, hydro-electric installations, bridges and roads, considerable 
sums would also go into consumer spending. 

The main purpose of the British Trade Fair would be to show what 
British industry had to offer the peoples of Iraq and other Middle 
Eastern countries—not only equipment for the capital development 
projects now under way or being planned but also consumer goods. 
It would also have the secondary object of demonstrating, possibly 
by models, how these development projects worked and how, even 
though they took time, they would greatly increase the real wealth of 
the country and therefore of the people of Iraq. 

The Trade Fair would be open to the public as well as to trade 
buyers. Special arrangements would be made to invite important 
dignitaries, trade buyers and others from the neighbouring countries 
of the Middle East. 

A preliminary survey had already been carried out, as a result of 
which it had been decided to stage the Fair toward the end of October 
or early November 1954, a time of year when it could be definitely 
said that it would not rain. Whilst detailed plans had yet to be 
finalized, the Fair would be in the open air and would be open in the 
evening when the heat of the day was over. 
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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry in August 


RODUCTION in the cotton industry in August was again 
affected by holidays. Output of single yarn rose by about 3 per 
cent. but in the doubling section there was a fall in production of 
just over 10 per cent. Yarn consumption rose by 34 per cent and 
cloth production showed an increase of 43 per cent. on the July 
figures. 
The rate of output per working day was maintained in the spinning 
section at about the July level, but in the doubling section there was a 


fall of 12 per cent. in the daily rate of production. 

In the weaving section the daily rate of output showed an increase 
of 2 per cent. in cotton cloth, and 3 per cent. in rayon and mixture 
cloths. 

End-of-period employment figures rose by 39 per cent., 
increase being in the weaving section. 

The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ending September 19) was 18-67 million pounds.

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Wholesale Prices Steadier in September 


HERE was no change in the level of the basic materials index 

between August and September, small rises in the prices of some 

commodities being just offset by slight falls in the prices of a num- 
ber of others. Among the materials that rose in price were raw wool 
(up 1-1 per cent.), copper (up 1:7 per cent.), tin (up 3-7 per cent.) 
and woodpulp for paper making. Prices which fell sufficiently to 
compensate for these increases included those for imported softwood 
(down 1-2 per cent), raw cotton (down 0-6 per cent), zinc (down 3-6 
per cent.), lead (down 1-8 per cent.) and esparto, the price of which 
decreased by 5-6 per cent. 


The indices for materials used in engineering also showed little 
change in September. Indeed, the index for mechanical engineering 
materials remained stationary, at 143-2, while that for materials used 
in the electrical machinery industry rose by only 0-2 per cent. to 150-0. 
In both indices the rise in copper and tin prices just offset the fall in 
prices of lead and zinc, but the different weights carried by these 
items in the two indices and the additional effect, in the mechanic«l 
engineering materials index only, of reduced prices for imported soft- 
wood and hardwood, accounted for the slight difference in the move- 
ment of each index. 


The indices for materials used in building and civil engineering and 
in house building both fell very slightly, by 0-3 and 0-2 per cent., 
respectively. Reduced prices for timber, lead and zinc accounted for 
most of the fall in these indices, though rises in the price of copper 
items and in the indices for some types of brick (due to the delayed 
effect of August price increases) ensured that this fall was a small one. 

The fall of less than 0-1 per cent. in both the iron and steel indices 
in Table 2 was due to a further reduction in the price of high speed 
(tungsten) tool steel. 


The rise of 0-3 per cent. in the index for clothing and footwear, also 
in Table 2, reflects rises of 0-2, 0-5 and 0-3 per cent., respectively, in

the indices (at Table 3) for made-up clothing, hosiery and boots and 
shoes. The prices of rubber footwear, also represented in this index, 
again remained stable. ‘lhe rise in clothing prices was primarily 
due to increases in the prices of woollen garments. 

Of the 150 indices now published in Table 3(a), for commodities 
and groups of commodities produced in the United Kingdom, just 
over three quarters remained stationary in September. Of the 21 
that rose and 13 that declined very few moved by more than 1-0 per 
cent. in either direction. ‘The exceptions included the indices for 
wallpaper (which fell 9-0 per cent), brushes and brooms (which fell 
1:7 per cent.), rugs (which rose 1-8 per cent.) and carpets which, 
following price increases on August 28th, rose by 4-4 percent. Among 
the other indices in this table that rose during September were those 
for coal, glass (other than containers), cotton cloth and serge cloth. 
Other indices that fell included those for drugs and pharmaceuticals, 
pressed wool felt and candles. 


Reference has already been made, above, to the movement of the 
prices of some of the commodities shown in Table 3(b). Among 
those not already mentioned are shellac, the price of which increased by 
9-0 per cent and imported plywood, the index for which declined by 
0-9 per cent in September. Fertiliser prices rose by 1-7 per cent. due 
to the further lowering of carly delivery rebates, 


New Index Numbers 


Two new index numbers are published for the first time this month, 
both of them in Table 3(a). One of these, relating to hard coke, 
represents the weighted average movement of ex-works prices for 
furnace and foundry coke. This index is prepared by the Ministry of 
Fuel and Power. The other new index is for home-grown hardwood, 
being based on sawn through and through prices, f.o.r., for a wide 
range of hardwoods from different parts of the United Kingdom. 
This index is available only from January 1951.

1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

3. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

4. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex- 
works ”’ prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver,

5. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

6. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. The issue of June 16 also gave a list of 
the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) for non-food industries. 
Details of the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for 
the electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951 re- 
spectively. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of 
Trade Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in 
the construction of any of the indices for commodities or groups of 
commodities ; where it is possible to issue these, however, they may 
be obtained on application to the Director of Statistics, Board of 
Trade, at the address below.

Digest of Scottish Statistics 


The second number of the half-yearly “ Digest of Scottish 
Statistics’ which is now available provides a detailed analysis of the 
Scottish economy. ‘This number includes a new chart of industrial 
production in Scotland and two new tables ; the first gives a detailed 
breakdown of employment figures and the second gives particulars 
of juvenile crime. Among the statistics included are tables relating 
to population and vital statistics ; labour ; industrial production ; 
fuel and power ; raw materials ; manufactured goods ; building ; 
agriculture, forestry and fishing; merchant shipping; inland 
transport ; finance ; education ; and justice and crime. The Index 
of Industrial Production shows the progress of Scottish industry up 
to June of this year when with the index at 118 (1948 = 100) produc- 
tion was higher than at any time in the last five years.

Determination of weight per unit length of Textile Fibres |

determined by the purpose of the test, the nature of the material and 
the accuracy to which results are required.

Bolts, Screws and Nuts 


The main purpose of the revision of B.S. 916 : 1953 “ Black Bolts, 
Screws and Nuts Hexagon and Square, with B.S.W. Threads and 
partly machined Bolts, Screws and Nuts, Hexagon and Square, with 
B.S.W. or B.S.F. Threads ” is to take account of current practice in 
the manufacture and use of black bolts and nuts. It is recognized 
that during the transition period which must elapse before the adoption 
of Unified threads becomes general, B.S. 916 will continue in use and 
it is obviously desirable that the general requirements for the bolts 
and nuts covered by this standard should be consistent with those in 
B.S. 1769, ‘‘ Unified Black hexagon bolts, screws and nuts—Heavy 
series.” 

This standard accordingly provides both for the black product with 
B.S.W. threads and for bolts, screws and nuts with partly machined 
finishes ; bolts faced under the head, with or without turning on the 
shank, may also have B.S.F. threads.

Tickings for Domestic Bedding 


Specifications in B.S. 2036, ‘‘ Tickings for Domestic Bedding,” 
complete the safeguards provided by B.S. 1877 for all types of 
mattresses, pillows and bolsters. 

Considerable and expert study was given to the working out of the 
new standard by ticking and bedding manufacturers. They aimed 


to produce a specification which would give the consumer the | 


necessary safeguards without at the same time imposing rigid specifica- 
tions which might handicap the development of new types of bedding 
and tickings. 


The new requirements have been drawn up by a Committee 


consisting of representatives of the British Cotton Industry Research 
Association, British Rayon and Synthetic Fibres Federation, the 
Cotton Board, the National Federation of Bedding and Allied Trades 


and the Ticking Group.

Recent Trends in United Kingdom Trade with 


pie A FOREWORD to a review of Economic and Commercial 
Conditions in France,* Her Majesty’s Minister (Commercial) in 

Paris explains that the lapse of time since the publication in 1934 of 
the last Survey on France and the enormous changes since then in 
the economic life of France have made it impossible for this Survey 
to take a regular place in the succession of economic surveys relating 
to this country. ‘The review has, therefore, the more modest purpose 
of giving an account of French economic conditions in 1951 and 1952, 
with the addition of enough historical material to give an indication 
of trends and to provide a background of information of value to a 
proper assessment of trading relations between France and the 
United Kingdom. 

The report states that there are two basic chief characteristics of 
the economy of France which distinguish it from that of the United 
Kingdom. ‘The first is that agriculture is still the most important 
single occupation of the French people. The second is that France is 

~with relatively few exceptions—a country of small businesses and 
widely-dispersed towns, with the result that there are wide regional 
differences in the outlook of the business and working populations. 

In the years immediately after the war trade between the United 
Kingdom and France was confined to the bare essentials, particularly 
as regards British exports to France, since the French had hardly 
any financial resources with which to support any but the barest 
import programme. After the granting by the United Kingdom of a 
loan to France (in 1946) and the setting up towards the end of th« 
same year of the Anglo-French Economic Committee, trade began to 
resume a more normal pattern. ‘The A.F.E.C. was set up to keep a 
watch on the development of trade between the two countries and to 
try and smooth out difficulties which arose. It has continued to mect 
for the most part once a year in full Committee, while its Trade Sub- 
Committee has met more frequently. Experience showed that 
problems relating to Anglo-French trade could best be dealt with by 
frank and informal discussion in such a setting rather than by the 
negotiation of a comprehensive trade agreement between the United 
Kingdom and France similar to those concluded between France and 
most other European countries in the years after the war. 


Token Quotas 


Board of Trade statistics show that Anglo-French exchanges 
increased in value from £29-2 million against £31-4 million in 1947 
to £44-6 million against £45-9 million in 1948 and £42-1 million 
against £75-0 million in 1949. ‘The United Kingdom’s increasing 
deficit was used by France as a means of financing her deficit with the 
rest of the sterling area, particularly Australia and South Africa. 
Although most British exports continued to consist of ‘‘ essentials,” 
a certain number of consumer goods began to enter both markets 
under what was known as the token scheme, the purpose of which 
was to enable exporters of products which they traditionally supplied 
to either market to keep their names before the public of the importing 
country. As far as British exports were concerned, by 1950 a number 
of these so-called token quotas were becoming quite large (for example 
that for motor-cycles), and alongside these quotas a number of larger 
quotas for such goods as tractors and machine-tools were being 
negotiated yearly in the A.F.E.C. At the end of 1949 both Britain 
and France began, in accordance with their obligations to the O.E.E.C., 
to “liberalize ’’ a certain amount of their trade. During 1950 this 
process was extended and by the end of that year a considerable part 
of the trade between the two countries was free of import licensing 
and economic relations were becoming much smoother, although the 
French Government continued on the whole to adopt a protectionist 
attitude with regard to those goods which had not been liberalized. 

In 1952 trade in both directions reached new heights. ‘The French 
had been steadily increasing their exports of such traditional specialities 
as wines to the United Kingdom, and they also developed during 1950

a very flourishing export trade in certain food stuffs, particularly 
tinned meat and preserved fruits. In the first half of 1951 French 
exports to the United Kingdom were running at the rate of £13 
million a month. British exports to France were at scarcely one- 
third of this rate. French exports to the United Kingdom fell 
slightly in the second half of 1951 before any restrictions were imposed 
by Her Majesty’s Government. Meanwhile the French for their 
part had further extended the range of products liberalized, with the 
result that British exports in a wide range of consumer goods, 
particularly textiles, were by 1951 beginning to re-enter the French 
market on a considerable scale. British exports to France in the 
second half of 1951 had risen above a £4 million per month level. 

Then in November 1951, and again in April 1952, the United 
Kingdom was obliged to restrict imports from O.E.E.C. countries 
of certain goods which had earlier been liberalized ; while in February 
1952, the French, in their turn finding themselves in a growing deficit 
with other European countries, completely suspended liberalization 
and reintroduced import licensing for all products. This resulted in 
serious impediments to British exports of most consumer goods to 
France: not only has it been necessary in recent months for every 
French importer to obtain a licence for every product, but the delays 
in the issuing of licences have resulted in very serious inconveniences 
to many trades. 

In spite of this, however, British exports to France were, in the 
first eight months of 1952, maintained at a somewhat higher level 
than in the previous year, At the same time, French exports to the 
United Kingdom, which had already begun to drop before the imposi- 
tion of our import restrictions, continued to fall until, in the third 
quarter of 1952, they were back in value at the 1949 level. 


Current Arrangements for U.K. Trade 


British export trade to France is at present divided into four 
sectors :—— 


(i) The ex-liberalized sector, i.e. goods which up till February 1952, 
could come into France without import licence ; these goods 
cover a wide range, including such items as_ chemicals, 
machinery, textiles and household goods. 

(ii) Goods for which definite quotas have been negotiated at the 
A.F.E.C. ; these include tractors, machine tools and scientific 
instruments. 

(iii) The ‘‘ non-essentials ’’ ; these are the successors of the so- 

called token scheme referred to above and consist (there are 
over 100 of them) of consumer goods of many varieties from 
artificial teeth to proofed cottons for which small quotas are 
negotiated yearly by the A.F.E.C. 
Goods which have always been subject to import licensing, 
but which are essential to France’s economy ; these include 
many of the United Kingdom’s most important exports to 
France such as coal, coal tar, pitch, organic chemicals, ships 
and aircraft. 

While the British exporter of raw materials and capital goods may 
feel reasonably confident that he will generally not be affected by 
whatever restrictions the French Government may feel obliged to 
impose, he cannot for some time expect to have access on a large scale 
to the French markets, though price differences are at the moment in 
favour of most British goods.

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French Imports of Goods Previously Free of Import Licence 


HE French Journal Officiel of October 8 announced that credits 

had been opened for the import during the period October 1, 

1953 to March 31, 1954, of goods originating in and coming directly 
from member-countries of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation (O.E.E.C.) and their dependent overseas territories, and 
which were previously liberalized, but which did not figure in the list 
published in the Journal Officiel of September 25, 1953 (see Board of 
Trade Journal of October 3, pages 698 and 690, and October 10, 
pages 739 to 741, inclusive). 


Applications for import licences in respect of the above-mentioned 
products may be submitted under the terms of the present notice 
only. The notice of April 5, 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal, of 
April 18, 1953, pages 843 to 848 inclusive), regarding previously 
liberalized products is cancelled. 


Applications should be deposited with the Office des Changes, 8 rue 
de la’ Tour-des-Dames, Paris (9e), and will be examined by the tech- 
nical ministry concerned under the conditions set out in Sec.ions I to 
IV below. ‘They should be made out on the Form AC in the usual 
way. 


The attention of importers is particularly drawn to the following 
conditions : 


1. The dossier jacket must bear the inscription ‘‘ Avis du 8 Octobre 
1953” in the top left-hand corner. 


2. Licence applications which are submitted under the terms of 
Section III for the import of products marked with the letter 
“F,” as well as all applications that will be examined simul- 
taneously, must be accompanied by pro forma invoices in dupli- 
cate. They should be written in French or accompanied by a 
French translation, 

The invoices must be made out by the foreign exporter, or 
his accredited representative, and must bear his stamp and 
signature. They should show the terms of delivery (f.o.b., 
c.i.f., etc.) ; and bear the exact commercial description of the 
goods, the quantity and price per unit of each article to be 
imported, and the overall value. 

In addition, invoices for textile yarns should bear the metric 
number, and those for piece-goods should be accompanied by 
samples. 


In the case of agricultural, sea or miscellaneous products marked 
with the letter “‘ J,’’ importers who have not made application 
under the notices of April 12, July 9, October 23, 1952, and 
April 5, 1953, should attach to their applications for the appraisal 
of the technical authority concerned, a certificate that the same 
products were imported by the particular firm during the period 
of liberalization. 

However, in the case of products marked “ Jt,”’ only proofs 
submitted with applications made under the notices of October 
23 and April 5, or the present notice can be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Importers of agricultural products marked ‘‘ Ja,’’ who obtained 
licences under the notice of October 23, are asked to furnish 
either a copy of that licence checked by the Customs, or a 
photostat copy of that licence or a copy certified by the domiciliary 
bank. 

Importers are reminded that— 

(a) Import licence applications should bear the Register of Com- 
merce number, when the applicant's profession calls for such a 
number. 

(b) They may be called upon to prove that they are taxable accord- 
ing to their business or profession. (Loi No. 53-632 of July 25, 
1953. Art. 18.) 

(c) Imports effected under false declarations and fraudulent man- 
oeuvres are deemed to be imports made without declaration 
and may be treated as such. (Art. 38 and 426. Code des 
Douanes.)

New Turkish Import and Export 
Regulations 


HE Turkish Minister of Economy and Commerce has issued 

Decrees 4/1360 and 4/1361, published in the Turkish Official 
Gazette on September 3, 1953, introducing revised import and export 
regulations on which Turkey’s foreign trade will in future be based. 

To the Decree No. 4/1360 are annexed six lists of exportable and 
importable products as follows :— 

List No. I—Articles which may be exported freely. 

List No. M—Articles whose export is subject to licence by the Ministry 
of Economy and Commerce. 

Licence No. II—Articles which may be freely imported from countries 
belonging to the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 

List No. IV—Articles whose import is subject to prior licence. 

List No. V—Articles whose import, subject to licence, will be permitted 
only in exceptional circumstances. 

List No. VI—Articles which may be imported on long credit. 

The provisions of the Decree regarding Lists I, Il and VI entered into 
force on the date of publication. Lists IV and V will ccme into force on 
November 1, 1953. List III will come into force on a date still to be 
decided. 

List III (which replaces Section “ A” of the List IV previously in force) 
shows a considerable reduction in the range of liberalized goods. Many 
important items previously liberalized such as tractors and agricultural 
machinery, textile machinery, diesel and petrol engines, electric motors and 
transformers, batteries, pumps, motor lorries and buses, and rolling stock, 
are now excluded from the list of liberalized goods. As mentioned above, 
List III does not come into force until some later date still to be fixed. 
Until then, the goods included in it are subject to import licence in the same 
way as those on List IV. 

List IV comprises a wide range of articles. 
import licensing. 

List VI corresponds, subject to certain additions, to the list of articles 
attached to Circular No. 435 dealing with imports on credit (see the Board 
of Trade Journal of April 18, 1953, pages 809/810 and subsequent amend- 
ments). The additions include diesel, oil and petrol engines, electric 
motors and transformers, agricultural machinery and tractors, wood and 
metal working machinery, printing and textile machinery, and pumps 
which were at one time liberalized. 

Decree No. 4/1361 provides for the establishment of an “ Equalization 
Account” at the Agricultural Bank with the object of assisting Turkish 
products to compete with similar foreign products by payment, for the 
export season of 1953/54 only, of export premiums. The export products 
concerned are given in List B annexed to the Decree. ‘This scheme will 
be financed by the imposition of an import tax of varying percentages on 
certain luxury items listed in List A attached to the Decree. ‘These 


provisions replace List III (Compensation) arrangements of the previous 
regulations.

Syrian Import and

Jordanian Import Regulations 


ON page 414 of the Board of Trade Journal for August 22, 1953, a 
summary of Import Regulations currently in force in Jordan was 
published. 

The Board of Trade now have later information regarding the 
Validity of Licences, and the whole of that section should be 
replaced by the following wording :— 

“* Import licences are valid for six months, but concessions may be made 
in the case of machinery and industrial goods with long delivery periods. 

“ When a letter of credit has been opened and remains valid until the date 
of expiry of the licence, application may be made for the licence to be 
renewed. The renewal may be for the value of the letter of credit only, 
and normally for a maximum period of four months. ‘This conession also 
applies in other cases for goods already shipped, but which have not arrived 
when the licence expires. In no instance may any licence be renewed 
more than once under either concession.”

United States Tariff Classification of Darthronol

THE Board of Trade have received copies of a United States Treasury 


Decision (T.D. 53338) regarding the 
goods imported into the United States.

HE® MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Rio de Janeiro has reported by 

cable that extensive changes in Brazilian import licensing and 
exchange regulations have been announced and are to take effect 
immediately. Full details of the new reguletions have not yet been 
received but the main features are as follows :— 

(a) All exchange proceeds resulting from Brazilian exports must be 
surrendered to the Bank of Brazil at the existing official exchange rate 
plus a bonus equivalent to 5 cruzeiros per dollar for coffee and 10 
cruzeiros per dollar for all other products. 

(b) The Bank of Brazil will sell in the form of certificates in the open 
market 70 per cent. of the proceeds acquired under (a). These 
certificates will be offered by auction to importers. 

(c)When an importer has bought a certificate he must within five days 
close the corresponding exchange with the Bank of Brazil at the official 
rate. No import licences will be granted unless the importer has 
previously thus covered exchange.
